Mr. R. L. Borden, in the Standard of 
Empire, Replies to an 
Which Gives the American View of 
the Relations Between Canada and 
the Mother Country—The True 
Position of the Canadian People 
London.—Mr, R, L. Borden, in an 

article in the Standard of | Empire 


calls attention to striking misstate- 
ments regarding Canada, contained in 
a recent treatise entitled, ‘The Strug- 
gle for American Independence.” Mr 


Sidney George Fisher, the author of | 


the treatise, declared that English 
colonists are “still at best exactly 
what John Adams and Hamilton over 
a hundred years ago described as 
political slaves,”’.and that the control 
of the British government over Can- 
ada is far more absolute than it was 
before the American revolution. 

Mr. Borden describes these attempts 
as amazing misconceptions, and pro 
ceeds to outline the constitutional re- 
lations between Canada and the moth 
erland, in reference to which he writes 
as follows: On 

“Founded upon the endowment of 


perfect and civil religious liberty, 
maintaining the full powers of self- 
government, molded by recognized 


conventions attending growth and de 
velopment strengthened both by senti 
ment and by interest, the voluntary 
and happy ties which bind Canada to 
the empire, are not weaker, at least 
than those which might be invoked to 
retain any state within the union, 
“Growth and development cannot he 
stayed, New conditions would evolve 
which might entail new duties anc 
new responsibilities. But the great 
races to which the Canadian 
trace their ancestry have never been 
prone to neglect opportunity or to 
avoid responsibility, and the outlook 
has broadened, In the consciousness 
of her vast possessions and wonderful 
resources, in realizing and utilizing 
her wealth of opportunity for material 
development, Canada will not fail to 
turn her eyes to loftier ideals. To ac. 
complish the wise and just solution of

Petersburg.—A meeting between 

William = and Emperor 

Nicholas has been arranged and will 
‘take place in the waters of the Finnish 
gulf. : 

‘The exact date of the meeting will 

probably be June 17, The German 

emperor will arrive on the imperial 
yacht Hohenzzollern, while the Em- 
peror Nicholas will be aboard the 

Standart, accompanied by M. Iswol- 

sky, the foreign minister, and Admiral 

Voevodsky, minister of marine. 

The news of the proposed interview 
between the sovereigns coming so 
soon after the settlement of the Bal- 
kan crisis, has aroused eager specu. 
Jation among the diplomats at St. 
Petersburg. It was supposed in some 
quarters that) German mediation 
which had ended the crisis, had left 
more heritage of bitterness which 
would estrange the two monarchs 
and lead Russia to identify herself 
more closely with Great Britain’s 
continental policy. 

The meeting, which, according to 
some reports, has been arranged on 
the initiative of Emperor Nicholas, is 
taken to mean that Russia prefers an 
amicable arrangement with Germany | 
to the doubtful issue of an antagonis- 
tie policy. If Emperor William also 
meets President Fallieres, as reported 
from Berlin, the European situation 
may be regarded as entering upon a 
decidedly peaceful phase. 

After meeting the German Emperor, 
Emperor Nicholas will go to Stock- 
holm, probably on June 6. He will 
then return to Peterhoff, where dur 
ing the early days of July he will re- 
eeive King Frederick of | Denmark. 
His majesty will then proceed to Pol 
tava, The emperor will then denart 
by sea for a visit to France and Eng- 
land, and probably Italy.

By faith we look at things not 
seen and are thus lifted above the 
things we se: The true believer 
walks by faith and not by sight. Be 
lieving Gen, i and Ps, xxxiii, 6, 7, we 
know how the worlds were made. 
Some want to understand in order to 
believe, but verse 3 says that we must 
believe in order to understand. The 
world says “Seeing is belfeving,” but 
Jesus said that if we believe we sball 
see (John xi, 40). We must hold fast 
that the way to understand is to be- 
Neve and that without faith it is im- 
possible to please God (verses 3, 6). In 
the first he!f of our chapter we have 
faith iAustrated In seven men from the 
book of Genesis, five of whom were 
mentioned by name by the Lord Jesus, 
Me thus indorsing their record. Dr. 
Saphir says that in the first three we 
have the sacrifice of faith, the walk 
of faith and the obedience of faith. 
The first is of necessity sacrifice, for 
unless we have the forgiveness, of sins 
by the ehecding. of blood there can be 
no tellowsbip uuu no works ol ia Zh* 
or labor of love. Abel could not offer 
a sacrifice of faith unless he hand some 
word of God to guide him, for faith 
cometh by hearing the word of God 
(Rom. x, 17). 

That word was spoken by word or 
deed, or perhaps both, when the trans- 
action of Gen, fil, 21, occurred, and 
Adam must huve instructed his chil- 
dren that there could be no access to 
God but by sacritice. Cain brought 
the best he had, but there was no shed- 
ding of blood, He was disobedient and 
therefore not accepted. There Is only 
one way to God, and all other ways 
fare the way of Cain—that ts, of the 
devil (Judg. fi; I John fil, 12.

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4, MONG the important v.asses of 
crops grown on the farm are 
the legumes, ‘The soil is to the 
furmer what a stock of goods 

is to a merchant. He cannot keep 
Jrawing on it forever without putting 
something back, Ordinary crops take 
plant food from the store in the soil. 
This must be replaced in some way. 
Legumes, on the other hand, leave the 
soil richer rather than poorer. 

If you will examine the roots of a 
clover plant carefully you will notice 
numerous little swellings about the 
size of pin heads or a little larger. 
Yhese nre called nodules and are the 
home of certain bacteria. These bac- 
terin are minute one celled plants, se 
small that thousands of them can hang 
on the point of a pin. We shall study 
some of the different classes of bac- 
terla in detail later. The ones that 
live on the roots of legumes have the 
power of changing the nitrogen of the 


air into a form in which it can be used | 


by the plants, 

When clover stubble is plowed under 
the nitrogen which is contained in the 
stems and roots is added to the soil 
and can be used by the following crop. 
Where the soil is badly lacking in 
nitrogen and humus it sometimes pays 
to plow under the entire crop of clover. 

The nitrogen which leguminous 
plants add to the soil is by no means 
the only benefit which comes from 
their use. Nearly all of them have a 
long taproot, which forces its way 
down into the soil far below the depth 
reached by the roots of ordinary crops. 
Alfalfa roots sometimes go down as 
deep as thirty feet or more, Much of 
the plant food used by the crop is 
brought up from this lower Inyer of 
soil, and some of it is left in the upper 
soil when the roots and stubble decay, 
The pussage of the long roots through 
the soil also loosens it, and when they 
decay add to the humus supply. Thus 
the physical condition of the soil is so 
improved that the more tender roots 
of such crops as corn can penetrate 
it readily. Because of these facts 
corn, potatoes and &..nost any other 
trop will grow faster and give a con- 
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has grown a knw. ue yeur previous. 

The principal legumes are alfalfa, 
clover, cowpeas and soy beans,  Al- 
falfa is grown most successfully west 
of the Missouri river, although by no 
means confined entirely to that local- 
ity. It requires some care to get a 
good stand of alfalfa. It does best on 
n soil that is somewhat sandy and 
should never be sown on a soil where 
the water table is linble to stand for 
any length of time within three feet 
from the surface. “Wet feet” will kill 
alfalfa quicker than anything else. 

As a general rule the best time to 
sow alfalfa is early in the fall, The 
ground should be put in the best pos 
sible tilth, and if manured before sow- 
ing the seed the chances of success 
are considerably increased. The seed 
should be sown at the rate of about 
fifteen pounds per acre, A light bar- 
rowing will cover it sufficiently. If 
the young plants weather the first 
winter successfully, the critical time ts 
past. The advantages of alfalfa over 
clover are its higher feeding value and 
greater yields, It can often be cut 
three or four times in a season, with 
a yield of fram one to two tons per 
cutting, Alfalfa must always be cut 
as soon as about one-tenth of the 
plants are,in bloom; otherwise the 
vitality is weakened and the yield of 
the succeeding crops reduced, 

There are several varieties of clover, 
of which medium red is the most wide-

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ly known, Clover seed are usually 
sown with small grain in the spring. 
A surer way of obtaining a stand is to 
sow after the oats have been disked in 
and cover with a barrow, otherwise 
the seed are put in so deeply that many 
of the little plunts never reach the sur 
face, 

One of the principal reasons for fatl- 
nore with clover is poor seed, A sam- 
ple should always be tested before 
sowing. This can be easily done by 
putting a hundred seeds between o 
couple of moist blotters and keeping In 
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The 
number that germinate can be used as 
a guide as to the amount of seed to 
use per acre,

the difficulty of curing the hay. If it 
is left in the’swath until dry enough to 
put in the mow, the leaves, which are 
the most valuable part, will become 
so brittle that many of them will be 
lost. A better way is to go over the 
tield with a side delivery rake us soon 
as the leaves have wilted a little and 
throw the hay together in loose wind- 
rows, Handled in this way, it dries 
evenly, and the leaves will not fall off 
so easily, Hay cured in this way is 
also less Huble to be dusty than when 
cured by direct exposure to the sun. 
Once in awhile, even with the best of 
care, some of the hay will be caught in 
a rain. <A hard rain on clover or. al- 
falfa hay washes out much of the nu- 
triment which it contains, Such hay 
is hardly worth putting in the barn, 
but may be made good use of for bed- 
ding. In this way it is mixed with 
the manure, and the plant food which 
it contains is returned to the soll. 
Cowpens and soy beans are to the 
southern part of the United States 
what clover and alfalfa are to the 
northern sections, They are grown 
more as hay and forage than for the 
grain, These legumes are also used in 
some sections of the corn belt as catch 
crops. If sewn on early fall plowing, 
they prevent the soil from washing 
und thus losing much of its available 
plant food, They may be pastured off

later or disked up in the spring. They 
are often sown in corntields during the 


last cultivation to keep the weeds 
down and to add nitrogen to the soil. 
Because of the fact that other crops 
make so much better growth after the 
ticld has grown a legume for a year or 
so it is important that a crop of clover 
or some other legume be grown occa- 
sionally. 


changed from one crop to another, so 
much the better, It has been found 
that when any crop is grown year aft- 
er year on the same land the yields will 
grow less, The particular kinds of 
food that a certain crop requires grows 
scarcer, ind weeds and insects become 
more numerous, If another kind of 
plant is substituted, other elements of 
plant food will be drawn upon, the in- 
sects Will be starved out und the chang: 
ed methods of soil treatment will dis- 
courage the weeds, 

Plants vary greatly in their ability to 
get food froin the soll, Such crops as 
rye and buckwheat are strong feeders 
and are able to obtain food from a soil 
on ‘which more tender plants would 
starve, Some plants use much more 
humus than others, Crops like corn 
that are cultivated frequently deplete 
the humus supply rapidly, since the 
constant stirring of the soil hastens de- 
cay, Oats, on the other hand, take 
comparatively little humus from the 
soil, 

These differences may be largely 
equalized by a consistent system of ro- 
tation. In planning rotations the aim 
should be to so distribute the crops 
that they will be best adapted to the 
condition in which the soil was left by 
the preceding crop. The starting point 
of every rotation should be clover or 
some other legume, The length of time 
that a field should be left in to such a 
crop depends largely on local condi- 
tions, In the east, where alfalfa seed 
is high and the difficulties of obtaining 
a stand great, it is usually wise not to 
plow up the crop for three or four 
years, Red clover lives only two years; 
hence if not plowed up the second year 
the land must be reseeded, In most 
cases two years is as long as the land 
should be left to any one crop, 

Since clover {s grown with small 
grain the first year, this means only 
one year in which it will be the sole 
crop, 
to be 
when the soil is considerably lacking 
in humus, this work had better be 
done in the fall, so that the mass of 
green clover inuy have time to decay 
before the following crop is planted. 
If the soil has been properly cared for, 
however, this green manuring will be 
unnecessary.

0 Tommy Atkins’ Mounts Are 


Broken In and Trained. 


the best possible training for a rider 
who aspires to become an accomplish- 
led horseman,” writes a contributor 
to the May ‘Windsor Magazine,” in 
}an article on ‘The Education of an 
{Army Horse.” “It cannot,” he says, 
\"even be attempted by men who are 
not thoroughly at home in the saddle, 
and who cannot carry it out with 
patience and good temper. Since the 
men required for this duty have to 
be drawn from the ranks of the squad- 
rons, a great deal of careful manage- 
ment is required to train and select 
suitable men under efficient instruc- 
tors, and to organize the carrying on 
of the ordinary routine work as well. 
If the remounts join a regiment at 
the close of the manoeuvre 
the six winter months can be devoted 
to their education, so that most of 
them are fit for the ranks in the fol- 
lowing summer. But if, as often hap- 
pens to our cavalry regiments, they 
get a batch of 60 young horses thrown 
at them in the middle of the squad- 
ron training, at a time, too, when the 
ranks are full of young soldiers, all 
of whom require daily work in the 
field, and few or none are fit to be 
entrusted with a young horse, then 
the task of the commanding officer 
becomes well-nigh impossible. 

“The British Government has no 
studs for young horses, but buys 
them as they are wanted—or, rather, 
when the need for them becomes very 
acute. Even in times of peace the 
remounts are posted to the regiments 
at irregular intervals and at varying 
ages, The regimental authorities 
have to do the best they can with 
the means at their disposal to train 
their horses. Since the best riders 
are required for the purpose, the 
training of the soldiers is necessarily 
interfered with, because the best ‘men 
in the ranks of the squadron have 
to be left in from field work to ride 
remounts.”’

Starving In St Helena. 

What is to be the fate of St. Helena? 
is the question asked by the Hon 
H. W. Solomon, of the executive coun- 
cii of the island, who has issued + 
plea on behalf of the distressed in- 
habitants. 

“Tt is over two years since the gar- 
tison was removed,”’ says Mr. Solo- 
mon in a letter to A. G. Wise, secre- 
tary of the St. Helena committee, 
“and although we appreciate the ac- 


tion of the Colonial Office in giving | 


a subsidy to start a hemp mill, as 
well as a grant for teaching the girls 
lace making, yet much more remains 
to be done, At the request of former 
rovernors the farmers improved the 
breed of their live stock, being as- 
sured that they would always be re- 
quired for military purposes. The 
result is that the farmers are to-day

“Large numbers of children are nn- 
provided for. There is, besides, the 
question of the children who are 
growing up. and for whom emonloy- 
ment must be found when they leave 
school.” 

Financial assistonce is needed from 
the authorities at home if this island, 
which has nlayed such a conspienans 
part in British history, is to be saved 
from decay. 


The Enclish Football. 

Few people have any idea of the 
amonnt of labor exnended in the 
making of a football. The leather 
lused is ‘split’ cowhide, ordinary 
cowhide being ton thick for the re- 
gulation weight. Previous to splitting 
the leather has been soaking in the 
tan pits for ten or twelve months. 
The “split” hide is well softened with 
tubbin and then passed to the entter, 
who cuts’ out the various sections, 
which, sewed tovether, make a_per- 
fectly round boll, The bladder is 
made of Para rubber.

Finally it nasses through 
the hands of the shaper, who pats 
down any ineaval'ties in the seams 
or contour of the ball.

“TIDES ON THE GREAT LAKES Relation of the — 


Elevation and Depression of Water 
Have Been Noticed. 


Less than four yeurs ago, Prof. 
Loudon, then president ot Toronto 
University, discovered evidences of 
minute tides, or seiches, on Lake Hu- 
ron, similar to those long ago observ- 
ed on Luke Geneva, and other old- 
world land-locked waters. Of an en- 
tirely different nature were the dis- 
turbances reported one day recently 
from Lake Erie, when the level of the 
harbor at Buffalo was alternately low- 
ered and raised as much as four feet. 
Changes in atnarespheric pressure 
causes this phenomenon. The Wea- 
ther Bureau suy< it is not an unpre- 
cedented experience in the history of 
the Great Lakes, as the following ex- 
tract from The Toronto Mirror, of Oct. 
3, 1845, will show: 

“On Saturday last a most extra- 
ordinary occurrence was noticed in 
the lake at Cobourg. Shortly before 
noon some gentlemen walking on the 
wharf happening to cast their eyes 
upon the water between the piers, 
were struck with the very unusual 
appearance of a strong current or tide 
as it were, setting directly out to sea. 
‘It seemed as if the whole lake were 
going bodily away. In a few minutes 
nearly a third part of the inner har- 
bor, with a corresponding portion of 
the shore on eicher side, was left en- 
tirely bare, when suddenly the tide 
turned and came as rapidly back 
again, filling the harbor at least two 
feet higher than it ever was before. 
This extraordinary action of the lake 
was continued at regular intervals of 
-every eight or ten minutes until after 
dark, the highest tide noticed being 
a little before six in the evening, 
when the water rose seven inches 
higher than it was last spring, and 
just two feet and an inch above its 
present level. We understand the 
same occurrence was noticed at other 
places on the lake, and hear that at 
Port Hope, the effect was so great 
that the steamer Princess Royal could 
not get into the harbor at all, running 
aground when more than her length 
outside the entrance to the piers. The
